With reference to ii.J. DIBBM of 40, Durham 
Road, Feltham, Middlesex, who came to the notice of 
Special Branch on 2*9.60 as the registered owner of 
a blue Morris motor car, index number PCD 294,which 
was used to convey speakers to a meeting held under 
the auspices of the Handley Page Shop Stewards’ 

Committee in Somerton Road, N.W.2, outside the Handley 
Page factory on that date. 

DIBBER first came to our notice on 8*11j | |) I 
as the owner of this motor car which was used to I 
convey persons to a meeting held under the auspices 
o^London District Committee of the Communist 
Party at Poplar Civic Theatre on that date. 


At this time enquiries established that the 
L.C.C. Vehicle Registration department recorded the 
registered owner of this car as H.J. DIBBER of 40, 
Durham Road, Feltham, who purchased it from Raymond 
//ay iiotors Ltd., on 11.8.39* However he never taxed 
the vehicle and on 16.9*59 he resold it to Raymond Way 
I otors Ltd. In turn this company sold the car to 
Ala n^WHITTLSTOK of 40b, Hungerford Road, N.7, on 
2*11*59* uue to late notification of the change of 
ownership these particulars were not on record at the 
time of the S.B. enquiry on 8.11.59* 

DIBBER has not come to the notice of S.B. 
other than as the owner of the above motor car. 

vHITTLETON however, is the subject of 3.B. 
RF. 402/52/1134 and M.I.5 PF. 124,82?. He is an 
active communist and in 1959 was the secretary of the 
Camden Town and Bartholomew Branch of the Communist 
Party (402/52/1134-12a).

Eight -igantic oil trusts exploit the whole region. Five of 
them are U.S. oil trusts, the British Petroleum Co., Royal Dutch 
Sheel (British-Dutch) and Cie Francaise des Petroles (.French; - 
with considerable inter-looking between them. Their total 
profits from crude oil has increased in recent years from £400 

to £450 million. 

After refining and -processing the profits reach a much 
higher level. In 1957 the total profits of Standard Oil of N.J. 
was £320 million and Socony Oil £88 million. Aramco £240 nn.,

The British sphere is administered as part of Nigeria. The 
Northern areas, which are administered as part of the Northern 
Region of Nigeria, are administered by the Residents of the 
adjoining Provinces of Adamawa, Bornu and Benue. The Executive 
Council of the Northern Region includes a Minister with a 
portfolio for Northern Cameroons affairs who is a representative 

of ’the Territory. 

The Southern Cameroons, formerly administered as two 
provinoes of the Eastern Region of Nigeria, became, on October'1, 
1954, quasi-Federal territory within the Federation of Nigeria. 

It has its ’own Legislature (the Southern Cameroons House of 
Assembly) and Executive Council over which the Governor-General 
of Nigeria exercises over-riding powers. A Commissioner of the 
Cameroons is responsible for the overall administration of the 
Southern section and also acts as U.K. representative when 
Cameroons affairs are discussed by the United Nations Trusteeship 

Council. 

At the resumed London Constitutional Conference on Nigeria 
last October the Conference approved the agreement between the 
Colonial Secretary and representatives of the Southern Cameroons 
that no immediate constitutional changes should be made in that 
territory. It would, however, be open to the Southern Cameroons 
Government, which would be formed after the elections in January, 
1959, to request the U.K. Government to bring certain measures 
into effect: 

1. The withdrawal of the Deputy Commissioner as a member 
of the Executive Council; 

2. The appointment of a Minister of Finance after the 1959 
Budget;

3. The appointment of between four and seven Ministers, 
on the advice of the Prime Minister of the Southern 
Cameroons as tendered to the Commissioner; 

4. The creation of a separate Public Service, to which 
existing officers would be able to transfer, and of an 
advisory Public Service Commission. 

The Resumed London Conference also agreed to recommend that 
the House of Chiefs in the Southern Cameroons should continue for 
the present to be an advisory board, with the members being 
appointed at the discretion of the Commissioner. 

The victory of the KAMERUN NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY in the 
January, 1959 elections was a triumph for the forces genuinely 
advocating the re-unification of the Cameroons. The elections 
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were the first to be-held in the territory "by universal adult 
suffrage. Of the 26 seats, 14 were won by the KNDP and the re¬ 
maining 12 by the alliance between the KAMERUN NATIONAL CONGRESS • 
(formerly the Party in power) and the KAMERUN PEOPLE 1 S PARTY. 

The KNC won 10 seats.and the KPP 2 seats.

The KNDP was'fbrmed in the first place to combat the 
Kamerun National Congress which collaborates with the British 
authorities and which won previous elections on the false promise 
of bringing about the unification of the Cameroons. At the 
elections of March, 1957 the KNDP raised its number of seats from 
2 to 5. The party supported a wider movement, the ONE KAMERUN 
MOVEMENT which, as the name implies, campaigns for the re¬ 
establishment of a single Cameroons state. THE TIMES described 
the KNDP at that time "as a party formed by Communist-inspired 
refugees from the French Cameroons".

Before the formation of the KNDP and the One Kamerun 
Movement in the British section demands for the re-unification 
of the Cameroons were -given expression almost exclusively in the 
French sector. The level of political consciousness has hither¬ 
to been higher in the French than in the British sector. 

The demand for the ending of partition was raised most 
sharply by the UNION DES POPULATIONS DU CAMEROUN in the French 
Sector. It was embodied in a resolution adopted at the Second 
Congress of the UPC in 1952. The resolution at the same time 
called.for independence Within five years for the re-unified 
territory. 

* 

The UPC grew in strength and popularity until by April, 

1952 it had over 100,000 members. The Paris newspaper LA CROIX 
(April 6, 1955) examining the claim of the UPC to be the mass 
movement of the Cameroons.wrote: 

"Well organised .as it must be, the UPC extends -its 
activity throughout-the whole territory". 

4 

The French colonial authorities hated and feared the UPC 
and soon began to take measures to suppress it. These culminated 
in a series of provocations which resulted in widespread 
disturbances in the territory, particularly in the Sanaga- 
Maritime area, in May, 1955. In the course of these events. 
several persons, Europeans as well as Africans, lost their lives. 


On July 13, 1955 the colonial Government dissolved the 
UPC. There followed some of the most savage acts of repression 
in the history of the Cameroons, not excluding the period spent 
under the rule of Imperial Germany. Acts of violence were. 
committed not only against members of the UPC, but also against 
their friends and, indeed, anyone connected with them in any 
way whatsoever. Those who managed to slip the police cordon 
or escape from custody fled to the mountains in the Sanaga— 
Maritime area and there organised a resistance movement. 

During the period between December, 1956 and February. 

, the French colonialists launched a number of heavy attacks 
on the UPC resistance with considerable forces. In the course 
of these attacks the people of the Edea, Eseka and Bambini 
regions were constantly terrorised and more than 1,000 were 
killed. Innocent villagers and non—combattants were treated 
no differently ‘from active resistance fighters. 
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The repressive measures, if anything, served to increase 
rather than diminish the esteem with which the UPC was regarded. 
Just before it was forced underground Cameroonian students in 
France sent a stirring message of solidarity to the leadership. 

When the pressure of the colonialists became intensified 
a number of the UPC leaders, among them the president Dr. Felix- 
Roland Moumie, managed to escape to the British sector. The 
French, however, persuaded the British to expel them. 

The refugees went first to Khartoum and finally found 
asylum in Cairo where a bureau under Dr. Moumie's leadership 
conducts a political campaign on behalf of Cameroonian re¬ 
unification. 

Until September 13th last year Reuben Urn Nyobe, the 
general secretary of the UPC, led the military struggle which 
had been forced upon the peaceful inhabitants of the French 
Cameroons. On that date Nyobe and four of his comrades were 

ambushed and killed by a French patrol. 

Even the deep recesses of the forests and mountains of 
the Sanaga-Maritime area the resistance movement led by the UPC 
had continued to exert considerable influence on events in the 
country. When the party ordered a boycott of the 1957 
elections held under the loi-cadre no less than 50 per cent of 
eligible voters withheld their votes. This was admitted even 
by an official estimate. 

In April 1958 the French authorities held a plebiscite 
which favoured independence in January, I960. But the terms 
of independence were obscure and the plebiscite was conducted 
without the participation of an important section of the 
people. 

The French colonialists claimed that the resistance move¬ 
ment would peter out since what it declared to be its aims were 
already met and that since Nyobe was regarded by some of his 
followers as well-nigh if immortal i! his death would bring about 
rapid disintegration of the movement. However, LI MONDE 
(December 19, 1958) reported that the gatherings of the rebels 
have increased in spite of Nyobe ? s death and estimated that 
there were at least 2,000 men in the forests. The sameLe 
Monde article said that in 1956 the UPC collected 1 million 
Francs CFA for its funds from the Bamileke region alone and that 
the 30,000 inhabitants of the chiefdom of Baham, "a UPC 'hot-bed* n 
contributed a monthly sum of 400,000 Francs CFA. 

When the United Nations—Trusteeship Council delegation 
visited Yaounde on November 26, 1958 the people on the initiat¬ 
ive of the banned UPC went to meet them in their thousands to 
state their grievances and to voice their demands for re¬ 
unification and independence. The French authorities called 
out troops and many persons were killed when they fired upon an 
unarmed people. 

Early this year there were fresh attempts to terrorise the 
people. Suddenly more than 500 people were arrested among them 
M* Anatole Kaminy, a respected Cameroonian who was known to have 
no political affiliations, but who was to have been one of the 
delegates charged with stating the case for Cameroonian unity at 
the February meeting of the Trusteeship Council. He tias held 
in solitary confinement from January 18 for many weeks. Two 
months previously he had been acquitted on a charge of acting in 
a manner prejudicial to the interests of the state, Kaminy has 
in fact been held in detention on several other occasions without 







having been brought, to trial. 

Another prominent Cameroonian also placed under arrest was 
Dr, Bebey Eyidi, popular spokesman for his fellow Cameroonians. 
Whole families were jailed including pregnant women, and small 
children were taken along with their parents.

A number of people who were arrested at the time of the 
May 1955 disorders are still held without trial. It is known 
that in Yaounde alone there are 37 such persons.

The French and the British have on many occasions clashed * 
over policies to be pursued in the Cameroons. The French have ' 
alleged that the One Kamerun Movement contains "an enormous 
majority of UPC militants" and have accused the British of bad 
faith in failing to fulfil their promise to liquidate all UPC 
activity on British territory ( Le Monde , December 19, 1958). 

They claim also that many attacks have been launched on police 
posts and army depots in French Cameroons from hide-outs 
situated in British territory. , 

For the British the idea of unifying the two sections of 
the Cameroons is not unattractive provided, of course, that the 
unified territory remains'within the Federation of Nigeria_and 
therefore within the British Commonwealth. Indeed, the aims 
of the British imperialists were never more clearly indicated 
than in the words of Mr. Lennox Boyd, the Colonial Secretary, 
published in the report of the Nigerian Constitutional Conference 
which took place in London in May—June, 1957. He said: 

"When Nigeria becomes independent, one possibility 
would be that the Cameroons should remain part of it ... 

"Before Nigeria becomes independent the people of 
the North and South sectors of the Cameroons would have 
to say freely what their wishes were as to their future. 
Among the options open to them would be to continue 
under the Trust Administration of the United Kingdom. I 
must in fairness add the warning that you would not 
thereby be given the golden key to the Bank of England! 

But many of the best friends of the. Cameroons do not 
foresee a destiny more likely .to promote her happiness 
and prosperity than in continued association with 
Nigeria". 

At this conference there, was a delegate from the Northern 
Cameroons who was obliging enough to the British to endorse the 
opinion of the British Colonial Secretary by stating that he 
"wished to reaffirm the decision" which the Northern < Cameroons 
had taken in 1953 to remain part o'f the Northern Region (of 
Nigeria). 


The British hope that economic advantage will finally sway 
the people of the Cameroons their way since Nigeria has always 
heavily subsidised the British Cameroons and it is not oertain 
whether the French Cameroons could do the same. Or even whether 
that ’territory is even viable. (THE ECONOMIST, February 7, 1959). 


At‘the Accra Conferences in April and December last year 
resolutions were adopted expressing solidarity with the Cameroon¬ 
ian fight to achieve re-unification and independence. 
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At the meeting of the Trusteeship Council in February 
this year, Sir Andrew Cohen, the British representative claimed 
that the elections result in Southern Cameroons were not final 
and that sentiment in the North was so strongly in favour of 
continued association with the Northern Region that further 
consultation was not required or justified. 

Mr. Jf. N. Foncha, Prime Minister of Southern Cameroons, 
called for separation from Nigeria before it became independent. 
However, he wanted British Trusteeship to continue a little 
longer for the separated territory. During the interim period 
possibilities would be explored in respect of re-unification 
with an independent French Cameroons, in the form of a 

federation.

Dr. Endeley, the Opposition leader v/ants a plebiscite to 
be held, but prefers a simple choice between Nigeria and French 

Cameroons. 

On March 13 the Trusteeship Council voted to hold two 
plebiscites in the Cameroons - one in the North in November, and 
the other in the South between December 1959 and April 30, i960.

A: ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS 


The outward and visible signs of the very great changes in 
Nigeria emphasised in the"above Document have also impressed the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN (23.3.59) as follows: 


"To move from Northern to Southern Nigeria is like stepping 

from Africa into a new Continent ... it is in the last few 

years ... since and slightly before regional self-government 

began that the rush of c hang e s~~o a o e 11 .

As evidence of the changes the Manchester Guardian 
mentions the hundreds of new secondary schools, the 100,000 
acres planted with rice, the 40,000 tons of rubber produced in 
1958. the two new cemenx plants, each costing several millions 
(the Nkalaga plant is shortly to double its present output of 
100,000 tons per annum, see "Internal Loans 11 below.) 

The internal self-government by Northern.Nigeria was . 
proclaimed on March 15 and celebrated at the visit of the Duke 
of Gloucester in May, when the Northern Premier, the Sardauna, 
reported the following evidence of a similar "rush of changes’’ 
already under way in the North:- 

i)' Income from cattle now £30 million per annum, and -fwith 
the help of the Veterinary Department) increasing 6% to 
7$ per annum - the largest indigenous cattle business 
in Africa. 

ii) Kadena textile mill, 1,000 Africans and 40 Europeans: 

11 million yards of grey cloth per annum made from 
local cotton.‘

iii) Exports - groundnuts, soya, benniseed, cotton, shea-

I. The Responsibility Budget. 

This was the name chosen by Okolie Eboh for his Federal. 
Budget on February 9th. He pointed out that the long—established 
exress of exports over imports had been reversed.. In 1957 
imports were £22 million above exports, and 1958 imports looked 
like being £30 million above. (BBWA figures given overleaf). 
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This should- cause-no anxiety: in 1958 Nigeria imported ' 
roughly £30 million of capital goods: machinery, equipment, 
building materials And materials for local industries. The 
railway imported Z2% million more capital equipment than in 
'■1957, and equipment imports for tele-communication and for the 
oil industry had' also increased. 

Governments 1 view was that political and economic freedom 
were indivisible, and that Nigeria must bear its own burdens. 

He believed that the strength of sterling was vital to the 
economy of Nigeria, and that protectionist blocs such as the 
Common Market or the Free Trade Area were to be viewed with 
suspicion because they night discriminate against imports from 
Nigeria. To achieve government's main aim "an increase in the 
standard of living of our peoples-', training and know-how, as 
well as cash, were needed. 

Revenue for 1959-60 would be £7514 million. The cost of 
the 5 year Development Plan would be £148 million. Important 
projects include the £6 million Asaba—Onitsha bridge over the 
Niger, the £30 million Jebba barrage for electricity, irrigation 
and flood control and the Shir or o dam £6 million- and the £8 
million deepening of the Escraios entrance to the Western Delta 
giving improved access to Delta and up-Niger trade.

Today the 
United Africa is supplying London schools with an educational 
film showing the advantages of oil palm plantations.over the 
collection of oil from wild palms which still prevails throughout 
"British" West Africa. 


In Nigeria Dunlop have recently established a 20,000 acre 
rubber plantation and tea and sugar plantations are also being 
developed, "WEST AFRICA" points out (May 30) that plantations 
today "are more likely to keep people on the land than to drive 
them away, and more likely to attract literate young’men.than 
is peasant agriculture .... Panol, (the Unileva? organisation)

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already has six Nigerians of managerial status. Plantations 
..help to narrow the gap between tom and country". 

"WEST AFRICA" claims that to put a man to work in a factory 
today costs £2,000, but on a plantation only about £500, and that: 
today "no Nigerian Government will get into political difficulty 
by allowing plantations to dominate its agricultural economy." 

In Western Nigeria the Government is already taking an active part 
in creating rubber plantations. 


VIII. OIL. 


Shell B.P. having already spent £42 million on oil research, 
is spending £15 million more this year. The Company has agreed 
to share profits 50-50 with the Nigerian Government and will build 4 
a refinery when annual production reaches 500,000 tons (worth a 
£2 million to <.1^5 million) which is in fact the present rate of 
production.

Of the royalties (£458,910 in 1958) 50$ is to go to the 
Eastern Region where the wells lie, 20$ to the Federal Treasury 
and 30$ to a pool which is shared between the three Regions. 

The Company now describes the outlook for Nigerian oil as 
"very bright" and production as "comparing favourably with other 
world fields".

IX. WEST GERMAN AND U.S. COMMENT 


A West German trade mission reported that the aims of the 
Federal Government were:-

The U.S. Bureau of Foreign Commerce representative, speak¬ 
ing in Lagos (PILOT May 12) states that "U.S. business men are 
willing to invest in the development of industries and the 
increase of trade" in Nigeria. ' . . 

X. AFRICAN CONTINENTAL BANK 


Opening the new £90,000 premises of the Bank in Enugu, the 
Eastern Premier Azikiwe, said: "Any country which is free 
politically, but whose banking operations are controlled from 
outside its territory, is not truly free". The Bank is now under 
the control and management of the Eastern Region Development 
Corporation. 


B: POLITIC AL DEVELOPMENTS 


The political scene is dominated by the election campaign. 
The Northern Peopled Congress and the Northern Elements Progress¬ 
ive Union are confining their campaigns to Northern Nigeria, hut 

























the National Council of Nigeria and the Cameroons and the Action 
Group are campaigning in all three Regions. 

There is a close alliance between the NEPU and the NCNC.. 
while the NCNC has agreed to cooperate with the NPC in the fight 
to achieve independence, and the two parties have also agreed 
that the question of creating additional states within the 
Federation should be decided by the peoples of Nigeria themselves 
(possibly by means of a plebiscite) once they are independent. 

The Action Group on the other hand state that if they win 
the election they will proceed to create new states immediately 
without waiting for Independence Day (October 1st, 1960). 

On January 7 the NCNC Conference called upon Dr. Azikiwe, 
now Eastern Region Premier, to stand for the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. The motion was proposed by Fred Anyam (NCNC) and 
seconded by Aminu Kano (NEPU). 

The monopoly press, here and in America, has been so far 
pro-ACT ION GROUP. "TIME 1 ' speaks of Awolowo as "a dedicated 

stateman of integrity" but Azikiwe as "living under a cloud as 
a result of financial scandal". The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN and 
TELEGRAPH take much the same line. (AWOLOWO 5 S is "the most 
vigorous and effective of the Regional Governments" (M.G.), and 
the Lagos DAILY TIMES (Daily Mirror Group) did not print any 
report of the NCNC protest or the proceedings of the British 
Bovernment in Nyasaland. 

Comparing the Action Group "Service" with the NCNC "PILOT" 
the PILOT gave front-page prominence to the DAILY WORKER'S 
estimation of the Accra Conference (PILOT, December 18) and 
printed in heavy type Paul Robeson's remarks that "Africans can 
fight for their freedom because of the power of Russia",.and "I 
am fighting for the freedom of all Africa". (PILOT, April 21). 

The Action Group "Service" on the other hand recently 
printed a cartoon by "Scorpio", showing two Communist officials 
with a lorry—load of civilian detainees; the officials are 
tossing up: "Heads we send them to another'factory, 

tails we shoot them as spies". (SERVICE April 27) 

While the NCNC has had considerable.difficulty from time 
to time in raising adequate funds for political activity, the 
Action Group seems to have no difficulty whatever in financing 
a nation—'wide campaign which is extended even to the remoter 
villages in the Northern Provinces. A glance at a road and 
rail map of the North and consideration of the.distances and 
road conditions traversed in such a campaign will make it clear 
that very large funds indeed must be available. (PILOT, Dec. 

17, speaks of a £1 million Action Group Election Fund). 

The situation in v/hidh the NEPU is allied to the NCNC 
and fights the NPC in the North, while the NCNC and.the NPC 
have an understanding and cooperate in Federal affairs has not 
escaped the notice'of the Action Group propagandists, but so. 
far at least their efforts to make capital out of the situation 
seem to have had little success. 

In a sense, the Elections are already "On". Registration 
began in January, and the first job of the parties 1 s to see 
that their supporters get "themselves registered. It is reported 
that in the North some 3,64 ),384 electors have-registered. As 
65% of the population of over 16 million are females and have 
no vote, this represents a considerable achievement.
